On that, occasion we 
incidentally remarked, « propos quite another 
assne, that ‘it is only those who disagree 
with and oppose us that we dub stupid,” so 
perhaps it is wise to hasten to add that 
we have no desire to allow our cuntemporary 
do apply thie casual remark to iteelf, while 
we proceed to consider its belated comments 
on the British naval re-organisation scheme, 
Our contemporary says: “ Unfortunately 
for us, the very heterogeneous concourse 
of political atoms composing Mr. Batyour’s 
Cabinet is strikingly destitute of im. 
agination. No member of it; frora Lord 
Lanspowne to the preseat Lord Satisnury, 
seems ‘to have the least idea of tha value of 
prestige. The sacrifices which the British 
army and navy made in the past in the Far 
East were repaid not only in the immediate 
results, but even more’ in the prestige they 
“confatved” of the “British “nation and its 
representatives here. Intangibloas prestige 
may be, it is yet an invaluable assot, and its 
value can be maintained by a very little

That nlliance, which we 
believe will be renewed ‘and strang thened, 
‘was fot mide without any imagination as 
to its possibilities ; and it was undoubtedly 
intended to benefit buth parties. Does this 
scheme of Adwiral Fienxe’s not exhibit 
one form of benefit that we receive ?  Be- 
garded in this way, a way that, after all, 
neods no colossal imagination, we are un- 
able to see how “the wholesale reduction 
of the British naval forea in these waters 
is not moroly.a very heavy blow to our 
prestigo, but it is n serious danger.” If

We have suid do. not

exactly, they are umuch less likely to cause 
us to suffer loss in that respect than were 
the voasels withdrawao. Of course, when our 
contemporary speake of the frequent sight 
of the British flag inspiring or re-inspiring 
prestige, it-is mere hyperbole, We know 
how bravely the Russian flag has been 
flaunted all ovar north China, and how 
flimsy was Russian prestige even before the 
Japuneso. lowered it still more. Finally, 
when our contemporary expresses the 
opinion thet the British ships at po 
should he sufficiently numerous to “ keop 
up our prestige vie-d-vig . our ex- 
cellent friends the Japanese,” we think it is 
so “ destitute of imagination.” that it has 
failed to recognise what we imagine may 
well have been one of the intentions of the

GAPON DENOUNCES THE CZAR. 


AN INCENDIALY APPEAL. - 


Humanite. publishes tho following letter, 
which it states Fathor Gapon is sending to the 


Czar :— . :

Herbert ©. Hoover, the Chovalier de Wouters, 
Chang Yen-Mao, and Mr. Guster Detring was 
binding on all-tho defendants, and for on order 
for the carrying into effect of provisions on such 
momorsndam. Tho memorandum provided for 
the -appointmont. of Chung—o high Chinese 
official—ag director geaersl of the defeudant 
epmpany for life, and for the constitution of » 
Chinese board of the company. The plaintiff, 
shortly after tho memorandum had been signed, 
waa placed in charge of the mission despatched 
to Berlin to offer the apolo.ies of the kmperor 
of Chive to the Emperor William for the 
marder of tho German Minister at ‘Peking 
during th» Borer rising. ‘ 

His lordship, in giving judgment, said his 
Excellency Chang. was the director genoral of 
oll tie mines in the provinces of Chi-hi- and 
Jehol, ‘aud director general of the Ubivese 
compavy. An agreement of July 30, 1900, 
between the parties contained an undertaking 
py the dofondant company to sssume the 
isbilities of the Chinese company, and. to 
judemnify it therefront. -Ag to the pature, 
extevt, aud enormous valne of the property 
comprised in the transfer there was no question.

jnourrod aa ithad been in the past, it would, he 
hoped, be recognized that the company was now 
in a sound Anancial position with a good carning 
power, Further large sums would havo to be 
apent in securing udoynote recommedation for 
thoir ovor-inereasing businoss, and although 
they at at tho credit of the Buiding resorve 
account Tis, 487,210, still that veu perhaps 
larger sums might be required endering their 
property fully up to date in every particular, 
It was the’ intention of the. General 
Managers, with tha upproval and advice 
of tho Board of Directors, aud, be hoped, with 
ths pharcholders approval, to gradually continue 
work which would render th-ir -proyerty fully 
remunorative. Variony suis would be spent in 
Lputting up zoljowns, ate., to give vessels ovory 
pete fer the Innding and baodling of cargo, 
ao (hat in the curse of a yery short time their 
wha.vos would toxecond to none, and thereby 
bring in a will more enhsnced, revenue. ‘Tho 
Tungkadoo property hed for a long time lain 
idly. Certain sums bad been spent in mnaking 
whurt accommodation there. Daring the year 
undor roviow apooiul pains had been takun to 
arrange for their Chinese constituents becoming 
acquainted with that property, aud tho storage 
facilities and wharf. They hod.obtaincd such a

he work was not remunerative beyond 
paying intorayt on tho outlay because this 
property was euch a long way” off ond 
people had not. b en accustomed to going there ; 
as they knew it was very diffloult to overcome 
“old” custom. ‘They had mansgod to overcome 
it too certain’ extent aud had now gota con- 
sidoroble amount of business at Tungkadoo, A 
rory ragrottable kagident goourr d shortl- after 
(no initiation of thely business there. A. portion 
of their-whur€, was undermined by tho vagarioa 
of tho tids which rao up and down there with 
tremendous force, The first indication of any 
trouble wua the setting out of the top of the 
wharf, Immediate steps wore taken to remedy 
this inclination outwards. It wos intended to 
braco the xtuging up with very strong braces, 
ronning right awey back inlund so na to take 
the strain, and it was hoped to save the staging 
from bong lost altogether, While this work 
was in progress furthor undermining’ ovidently 
took pluce, and the staging went ont from 
below, putting about 120 ft. of staging 
or more into deep water. Thero was a 
godown noar, which the Genersl Managers had 
sirondy sold for old material to ao Chiness 
contractor who ws to take it away, the ides 
beiug to put up a new godown in its ‘place. 
When the «lip occurred and thore was o deep 
hole left: whore previously there had beon 18 ft. 
of water it was thouyht better to repurchase 
this godowa fora moderate prico—Tis. 300— 
ond put the-materiala over.the bank injorder to 
gheck farthor interruptions from the stream 
and give u good solid ban«. That gave rise to 
various unfounded reports that their godowns 
wero tumbling piecemeal into the water, that 
the wholo of their ‘langksdoo property was 
being ‘washed sway, and other wild reports, 
Those roports wore ‘entirely unfoonded and 
must have been started by persons whose aim 
could only have been mischievous. Since tho 
wash-out had occurred the’ best expert 
advice cbtainable had been taken. I'he 
exports suggested the building of groins. 
‘Yhis wos taken in band st once: They 
wero now completed and. wero working vory 
successfully, so much ao-that et the particular 
place where the wash-out occurrad the bottom 
was silting up rapidly. Inataad of + hole of 
40 ft, of water it was shallowing off and there 
was now only e depth of about 28 ft, whi'e the 
procers was still yoi:g on. ‘hey had had con- 
siderabl» anxiety as to the action of the stream 
onthe remainder of the proporty, and it was 
being watchod carefully, and full records kept 
of soundings, Ho was glad to state that so far 
these ateps takon on the advice of old hands had 
been entirely successful, and, personally, he was 
confident that there would be no more trvuble. 
It wosa mistake to prophesy. but that was his 
honest opinion. To replace the godown taken 
down they had put in hands now godown of 
equal gise which would give ood accomodation. 
With rogard to the property lying below Tang- 
kadoo steps were being taken to connect 
tho staging with tho shore by gangways, 
ond the ground wea being fenced and 
lovolled, giving them storape accommodation for 
coal aud other merchandiss which did not 
require to be under cover.
